ADULTERATION  OF  ALFALFA  AND  RED  CLOVER  SEED. 

I     Seeds  of  alfalfa  and  red  clover  have  been  obtained  and  tested  in 
accordance  with  the  following  paragraph  contained  in  the  act  of  Con- 
gress making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  : 
The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  directed  to  obtaiu  in  the  open  market 
samples  of  seeds  of  grass,  clover,  or  alfalfa,  test  the  .-anie,  and  if  any  such  seeds 
are  found  to  be  adulterated  or  misbranded,  or  any  seeds  of  Canada  blueg 
.    {Poa  compjressa)  are  obtained  under  any  other  name  than  Canada  blueprae 
i  Poa  compressa,  to  publish  the  result-  of  the  tests,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
persons  by  whom  the  seeds  were  offered  for  sale. 

In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  1,272  si  edsmen  were  . 
by  special   agents  of  this   Department   for  samples  of  red  clover  and 
alfalfa  seed,  as  offered  fur  sale  by  them.      From 

samples  were  obtained  and  examined.  As  a  result,  the  following  lots 
were  purchased  in  the  open  market  and  found  to  be  adulterated.  In 
accordance  with  the  mandatory  nature  of  the  act  quoted  above,  publi- 
cation is  here  made  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  tl  -  who 
sold  the  lots  found  to  be  adulterated,  together  with  tl 
adulteration  in  each  lot.
